AT A PRICE 





EFORE the drills are all cleaned and 

put away until spring planting time 
it could be interesting to consider to what 
extent we use and to what extent we 
merely pay lip service to top grade seed. 
Consider cereals first, The praiseworthy 
Field Approval Scheme has been with us 
long enough to be a household term; it 
continues to expand, yet only about 20 
per cent of seed of the three cereals sown 
is Field Approved. 

The position is that rather more than 
200 seed merchants and five seed growers’ 
organizations now pafticipate in the 
scheme. Acreages approved last year 
were: wheat, 58,495; barley, 42,587; and 
oats, 7,571. 

But when you come to buying seed there 
is much more to it than buying Field 
Approved or “commercial” seed. A 
glance at a handful of seedsman’s cata-

logues cafries one through the whole 
gamut of seed hierarchy. 

And through a startling range of prices. 

Take Cappelle winter wheat as an 

example one does not have to search far 
to find: “commercial” or “Field In- 
spected” at around 42s per cwt this

Firmly favoured by this column 
in the past, Chubb and Son, the 
manufacturers of security equip- 
ment, released an encouraging pro- 
gress report last week. But initially 
little enthusiasm was shown by the 
stock market, the reason being that 
the company: is to raise additional 
capital by a “ rights” issue. 

Notwithstanding the restraining in- 
fluence of this issue on the share price 
I am prepared to repeat my recommen- 
dation of the shares. 

The “rights” offering is to be on 
the basis of one new share at 20s 6d 
for. every five shares already held. 
Circulars containing full details and 
enclosing renounceable provisional 
allotment letters are to be posted to- 
morrow, 


Because there is usually some selling 
of new shares by holders unable or un- 
willing to put up additional funds, the 
market did not respond a great deal to 
the good news about trading contained 
in the announcement. 


Information given so far, while not 
explicit, is definitely pleasing. For it 
has been revealed that sales and pro-

A FEATHER 
IN THE CAP 
OF I.F.A.P. 


LT geese surpluses are back in the news, though 
this time it is butter not barley that hits the 
headlines. And the news for once is of some 
action to protect the British market. The Govern- 
ment has asked all suppliers to limit their butter 
shipments during the next six months, and has 
said that if they don’t, anti-dumping duties will be 
imposed. 

The overall import total to be allowed during 
the six months, at 212,000 metric tons, will be 
considerably below the very high level of 234,000 
tons in the same period of last year. 

Such action follows an anti-dumping applica- 
tion in August, so it has taken some time, but that 
is inevitable under present procedures. It may 
also be noted that there is no mention of minimum 
import prices which have proved pretty effective 
in the case of barley. Butter, however, presents a 
different problem in that qualities vary so much. 
There would have to be a number of minimum 
prices. 

It is encouraging that action now taken is so 
closely in line with the recent resolution of the 
special meeting of the International Federation of 
Agricultural Producers, at least so far as short- 
term action is concerned. 


September deadlock 


At the end of September, after failure of the 
G.A.A.T. meeting, it had seemed that no agree- 
ment could be reached on limiting supplies. The 
reason was believed to be the reluctance of such 
traditional suppliers as New Zealand to accept 
restriction. 

Then came the Paris I.F.A.P. meeting, and 
apparently a change of heart. That seems to indi- 
cate a feather in the cap of L.F.A.P. Moreover, 
the voluntary limitation which four countries have 
now agreed to accept is encouraging for the future, 
wherein the I.F.A.P. plan is for an international 
organization to be concerned with trade in dairy 
products. Such commodity regulation is infinitely 
to be preferred to short-term ad hoc measures. 

Dumping is, of course, a symptom of the much

wider problem of growing surpluses throughout the 
world—surpluses in the sense that there is more 
than can be sold at an economic price, not in the 
sense that world supplies exceed potential demand. 
They do not. 

Here again I.F.A.P. has given a lead. The May 
meeting in Yugoslavia signposted the way through 
an international food distributing’ agency which 
would get the surpluses into the mouths of the 
hungry millions in under-developed countries, so 
avoiding damage to established trade such as is 
caused by dumping. 

However, let us not delude ourselves that 
national or international action can shield us from 
the pressures of increasing output the world over. 
The climate has changed to one in which the doc- 
trine of produce first and then seek a market just 
will not do. 

We have got to look more to the practice of the 
industrialist who first studies and if necessary 
creates his market and then gears his production 
to it. In farming that means producing to pattern 
—and in such quantity as the market can absorb, 
after every political and commercial action has 
been taken to expand that market. In a few words, 
first find your market.

Even to throw away 13,000 heads 
a week is no easy task. Burning them 
in an incinerator was tried, but even- 
tually it was decided to get rid of the 
heads on the Corporation tip—and this 
costs £40 per week! 
Already we have seen wingless 
chickens. Soon we may find a demand 
for headless sheep! 


To Breed or Not 


F sheep breeders start dis- 

cussing the advisability of 
breeding from last year’s lambs they 
never seem to agree. I have never 
seen much detriment from this prac- 
tice and I feel the 50 per cent lambing 
which we usually achieve does go some 








way towards the cost of carrying our 
teg replacements. 

Perhaps one has to do these young 
ewes a little bit better but the only 
real complaint I have against the prac- 
tice is that one does get landed with a 
proportion of late and rather weedy 
lambs. 

At any rate, we make a practice of 
turning an experienced old ram out 
with the best-grown tegs for a short 
specified period and lambing those 
ewes which get caught. 


Check the Rams 


HAVE been more successful 

this year than some in getting 
our ewes fit for service. As I have a 
clover dominant ley which I should 
think must be just about ideal to flush 
the ewes we shall see next spring 
whether there is really something in 
this business. 

This year, as we have had the time 
to divide the field up, we are going to 
run the rams individually with groups 
of ewes, changing them over after a 
two-week period. This will allow us 
to check on individual rams.

weekend to see how successful he had 
been.

Despite combines shedding very 
little grain and threshing well, barley 
for instance, always drop many heads 
on the ground when the straw gets 
brittle after it goes “goose necked.” 


Kale by Arithmetic 


Y District Officer was lec- 

turing me the other day 

when he discovered that I had no idea 

how much kale our cows were strip 
grazing each day. 

From what he told me I now know 
that one square yard of a 15-ton crop 
will provide about 74b of feed. 

We have now found it quite simple, 
by dividing the number of cows into 
the frontage available, to work out 
how far we should move the fence 
each day in order to provide about 
50lb of kale. It looks as though the 
crop will last until well into December. 


A Fall Out! 


HE T.V. Vet has amplified 
my remarks on New Forest 
disease, to which I made reference a 
fortnight ago. What puzzled me was 








the appearance of the trouble in three 
lots of cattle kept in separate lots, 
widely apart. 

“The explanation,” says T.V. Vet, 
“is really quite simple. The predis- 
posing factor responsible for the 
disease flaring up in animals (probably 
dust) would produce more or less 
identical conditions in your neigh- 
bour’s cattle at the same time.” 

Must have been a fall-out! 


Safer in Autumn 





E have put our potash on 

the grass in autumn again 
this year. It certainly does seem to be 
far less risky from an animal health 
point of view. 

Certainly one should avoid putting 
it on at that point in the spring when 
the grass is starting on a fast growing 
period. 


Stockproof and Tidy 
EDGE-CUTTING  mach- 


ines have generally been an 
asset to farming. Admittedly, the well 
cut and laid fence, when it can be done, 
is something to be admired but regular 
mechanical trimming, to my mind, 
achieves almost as much. Certainly it 
is far better than indiscriminate slash- 
ing. 

Above all, it does produce a dense 
stockproof fence. 

The recent development of machines 
where the angle of the knife can be 
adjusted from the tractor-driver’s seat 
rather than having to move nuts and 





bolts has not only speeded up the job 
but makes for much more accurate 
work. 

It is a pity we cannot get our local 
agricultural society to give a prize for 
the best trimmed farm. I am certain 
this part of the country would look a 
lot tidier. 


Fertility Building 


NCE it was thought that 

cocksfoot, with its exten- 
sive root system was the grass to give 
top marks for fertility building. But 
experimental results have caused ideas 
to be changed. It seems that there is 
a greater build-up of soil fibre after 
perennial ryegrass than after cocks- 
foot. 

While on this subject of fertility 
after ploughed-out grass I was inter-

Mr. Erroll was convinced that the plan 


offered a fair and reasonable way of deal- 
ing with the problem for the six months 
ending March 31, 1962. The Govern- 
ments of New Zealand, Australia, Den- 
mark and the Netherlands had indicated 
that they were prepared to limit their 
shipments to the figures proposed in the 
G.A.T.T. discussions provided all other 
countries concerned would do the same. 

“ These other countries have, there- 
fore, been asked to agree, as a matter of 
urgency, similarly to limit their ship- 
ments,” said Mr. Erroll. “It has at the 
same time been explained to them that 
the British Government will be obliged 
immediately to take the necessary steps 
for the imposition of anti-dumping 
duties should they not comply.” 

The Government would also be ready 
to impose a countervailing duty on butter 
imports from any source which in the 
meantime unduly increased its supplies 
on the British market. 


Breathing Space 


Mr. Erroll added that this proposal was 
intended to provide a breathing space for 
the next six months, during which the 
search for a longer-term solution to the 
problem of surplus butter supplies on the 
British market would be continued. 

The N.F.U.s and the Milk Marketing 
Boards, who in August made joint repre- 
sentations in support of the New Zealand 
and Danish applications, have welcomed 
the Government’s short-term plan and its 
declared intention to work out a longer- 
term solution.

PEOPLE CAN DO 
‘WITHOUT T.V., 


BUT NOT FOOD 


EOPLE can do without television, 
but they cannot do without food,” said 
the Rt. Rev. Dr. P. M. Herbert, a former 
President of the Royal Norfolk Agricul- 
tural Association, at the annual dinner of 
the Egham and Thorpe Royal Agricultural 
and Horticultural Association, of which 
the Patron is the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Dr. Herbert said some 90 per cent of 
our population lived in towns. Of the 
other 10 per cent, not all were engaged 
in agriculture. “Do the 90 per cent 
realize the debt they owe to the farming

lesson learnt from FARMER AND STOCK- 


BREEDER and Spillers Limited’s recent experimental trial at Middle Aston, Oxon, 
where we finished four groups each of three beef-dairy crosses and a group of 
three Friesian steers. The maximum profit was shown by the Friesians with a 


total return to the producer of £13 15s 


Although we had to buy the cattle used 
in this trial at ages which varied between 
25 and 33 weeks old, the lesson of cheap 
calves equating with high returns still 
applied. The Friesians bought at £36 a 
head were our best purchase. 

Early last year we decided that in view 
of the importance of high quality meat as 
a by-product of the herd, we would 
undertake a comparative trial, even if on 
only limited numbers (which fact should 
be borne in mind in assessing the results). 


Bought in April 

In April groups of the following breeds 
were bought at about six months old: 
Hereford X Friesian, Beef Shorthorn x 
Dairy Shorthorn, Devon X Ayrshire, 
Aberdeen-Angus X Dairy Shorthorn and 
Friesian. 

During the six months’ fattening period 
at Middle Aston each animal received the 
following ration—six weeks on 6lb rearing 
cubes and 10lb hay, followed by five weeks 
on 7lb rearing cubes, 7lb hay and Ilb 
sugar beet pulp. For the next three 
weeks, 7lb rearing cubes, 10Ib hay and lb 
sugar beet pulp, followed by five weeks 
on 7lb baby beef cubes, 1lb rolled barley, 
llb flaked maize, 2lb sugar beet pulp and 
10Ib hay. 

For the seven remaining weeks the last- 
named ration was fed, but where the cattle 
would take it extra rolled barley was

These figures gave a total cost during the 
finishing period (excluding the buving 
price) of £32 5s for all groups except the 
Friesians.

Excellent white fat and the meat well 

marbled were noticeable features in 

this chuck steak from one of the beasts 
we fattened. 


Marked differences in the fleshing and 
proportion of high-priced cuts from the 
different crosses were not apparent under 
this intensive system of fattening in most 
of the groups. But if the carcases had 
been paid for on their relative value to the 
butcher the AngusxDairy Shorthorn 
group, one of which was chosen by 
Messrs. Baxters (Butchers), Ltd., North- 
ampton, as the best butcher’ $ beast, would 
have been worth nearly ld ib more than 
the Devon X Ayrshire. 

It is, however, likely that a longer fat- 
tening period and heavier cattle would 
have shown more variation in the carcase 
—plenty of scope here for research. It 
is also true that if these fattened cattle 
had been sold on the hoof instead of by 
grade and dead weight, the colour-marked 
cattle might have given a better return 
to the producer than the Friesians. 


Colour Bar 


In fact, from this experience, it would 
appear that colour-marked cattle, inten- 
sively fattened, are comparatively too dear 
to buy to show the best return to the 
producer. 

Compared with the technical informa- 
tion on breeding, feeding and costings 
available to the milk, pig and poultry pro- 
ducer, the knowledge gained on beef and 
mutton production is appallingly little. 
Beef recording is still in its infancy; there 
has been little comparative work done on 
the relative merits of intensive, semi-inten- 
sive and open range fattening; carcase 
assessment of various breeds and crosses 
is a field wide open for research, and so 
it goes on. 

We have tried to make a contribution 
to the knowledge available on one system 
of fattening and hope that we have pointed 
to the crying need for a widespread and 
detailed programme of research into beef 
production as a whole.

For Sussex 

VOLUNTARY beef-recording scheme 

has been introduced by the Sussex 
Herdbook Society to help in the selection 
of breeding stock, as an aid to manage- 
ment and to show that Sussex cattle are 
economic producers of lean meat. 

All calves will be weighed at birth or 
not more than seven days later and again 
at weaning. “If possible animals should 
also be weighed between these stages, 
preferably at turning out time or when 
creep feeding is introduced,” says Mr. 
R. E. Noakes, chief field officer. 

Further weighings will be made, 
according to sex, at sale or slaughticr, 
when mated and at other convenient 
times. Breeders will do their own weigh- 
ing but a check will be made annually 
by a society official.

To overcome this problem, he has 
built an all-in-one, self-propelled for- 
age harvester and trailer unit, for a 
cost of only £135. 

Last week, FARMER AND STOCKBREEDER 
saw the machine in operation. It is cap- 
able of filling the “body” section with 
2} tons of green material in about ten 
minutes. 

Driving force behind the unit is a Per- 
kins P6 Diesel engine from a Bedford 
lorry. This is fitted into a Chevrolet 4- 
wheel drive truck—an ex-U.S. Army 
vehicle which was completely stripped of 
body and cab to make way for a tipping 
body and forage harvester. 

Hydraulics for raising and lowering 
both the harvester and the tipper also 
come from the Bedford. Mr. Hall fitted 
ill these components himself during even- 
ings over the past year. 

Drive to the four wheels of the vehicle 
is transmitted in the normal manner, but 
drive for the forage harvester is taken off 
the front end of the crank shaft. A jockey 
pulley takes up the drive to the flails, 
which rotate at approximately 1,200

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Two Engines Give Greater Flexibility in 
New Dutch Drainage Machine 


include two engines and an open digging wheel.

designed specially to suit stony conditions and will be seen for the first 


time in this country in Lancashire next January. 


Last week I flew over to 


Rotterdam to see the latest developments in drainage machinery being carried 
out by Machinefabriek D. Barth & Zoon, makers of the new digger. 


Basically, the new machine is similar in 


construction to earlier Barth models, nine | 
of which are already working in this | 


country, but the addition of an extra 
engine enables the cutting wheel to be 
driven independently of the tracks, giv- 
ing the machine greater flexibility. 

Both engines are Perkins 270D units, 


ced 


which develop 50 h.p, at 1,500 r.p.m. 
Cost of the machine in this country will 
be approximately £8,000. An extra en- 
gine now becomes an optional fitting for 
previous Barth machines. 

Two experiments being carried out by 
the company are the use of glass fibre in 
place of porous filling, and development 
of plastic pipes for drainage. 

Glass fibre is carried in reel form on 
the rear of the drainage machine and is 
automatically wrapped round the pipes as 
the digger moves forward. 


Cheaper Material 


It has been found that this material 
is not only cheaper than straw or peat 
filler, but eliminates the need for an extra 
man in the drainage operation. 

Several small drainage schemes have 
been laid with plastic pipes, but results 
have not yet been recorded. 

I also visited one of the many land re- 
distribution schemes now in operation in 
Holland. It covered some 12,000 acres 
and re-drainage work was in full swing. 

This is a government scheme to do 
away with small individual plots of land 
dotted all over an area and re-allot blocks 
of land which have been properly drained. 

If more than 50 per cent of farmers in 
a certain area agree to land re-distribu- 
tion, then the scheme comes into opera- 
tion with as much as 50 to 80 per cent 
of the cost being paid by the government. 
The remainder is paid by the farmers, 
who can obtain cheap loans.

Chisel Ploughing Cuts The Costs 
Saving in Shares and Reduction in 


Work by a Third

R oot the P. ploughing and cultivation costs have followed the introduction 


The Panbuster, as the machine is known, is made by Geo. Brown’s Imple- 


ments, Ltd., Leighton Buzzard, Beds. 


It has been used to break through a well 


established plough pan in flinty soil which has proved so hard on ploughs that 
one share used to be worn out in every acre of work and plough bodies have 


been worn through in as little as 30 acres, 


The farm manager, Mr. H. Dougdale, 
who runs Myze Farm, West Wycombe, 
Bucks, for the owner, Mr. Francis 
Dashwood, said at a recent demonstration 
of the Panbuster that its use had saved 
£1 per acre in ploughing costs.

Mr. Jones suggested that the total kil- 
lers were not very suitable for improving 
pastures because of their persistency 
which made reseeding difficult. 

If 2,4.D. and dalapon were used it 
would usually be safe to seed after five 
to six weeks. This period was critical. 
A snag was that only approximately a 95 
per cent kill would be achieved and in 
five to six weeks the remaining 5 per cent 
could “take over” and cover 60 per cent 
of the ground. 

Paraquat was interesting because, at 
2lb per acre it would give a total kill of 
grasses and some broad-leaved weeds and 
it was not persistent at all so that seeding 
could be done immediately. 


IRRIGATION =—=-- With a_limited 
} quantity of water is 
it best to limit the irrigated acreage to an 
area that can be done properly or to 
spread the water over a greater acreage? 
Answering this question Mr. W. Stiles 


said it was certainly best to limit the acre- 
age and do the job properly. On the 
other hand there was nothing to be gained 
by putting on an excess of water. 

On irrigation systems, Mr. Stiles said 
the simplest type was one in which water 
was applied whenever a stated deficit was 
reached, in quantity equa! to that deficit, 
so that the soil was always at field capa- 
city just after watering. 

During a long drought, the same total 
amount of water would be required in 
such a cycle whether the water was ap- 
plied frequently a little at a time or in 
large amounts less often. However, in 
our type of climate where even “dry” 
summers were interrupted by rain, the 
more frequently water was applied, the 
greater was the amount that was needed 
over the whole season. 


Always an Increase 


However, this type of irrigation cycle 
always produced an increase in yield per 
acre with increasing frequency of water- 
ing. Over the range 4in to 2in, the in- 
creased yield was proportional to the 
increased water requirement, so that the 
yield per acre-inch of water was un- 
changed. 

When water was applied 3in at a time, 
the growth of the sward was checked be- 
fore each irrigation, Mr. Stiles said. In 
a dry summer, this resulted in erratic 
growth, with indifferent yields in the dri- 
est months, when the production from 
irrigation would be most useful. Since 
watering in half-inches involved excessive 
moving of the equipment, the most useful 
range of application was 1 to 2in at a 
time.

On paper he found a difference of 4d 
per lb in what he could afford to pay for 
the bad pig, compared with the good pig, 
in order to make the same gross margin. 


The bad pig weighed 87lb dead 
weight. Had it been of same 
quality as the good pig, it could have 
earned its producer at least 29s more. 


“I am no producer,” said Mr, West, 
“but sad stories of their plight occasion- 
| ally reach my ears, which, if true, lead 

me to think that an additional profit of 

29s per pig cannot be ignored.” 

He favoured the light pig rather than 
the 120-140lb one because it gave smaller 
joints which suited the present trend for 
housewives to buy a joint by price rather 
than by weight.

“The way in which British farmers, 
farm workers and landowners have sur- 
mounted the great changes and challenges 
in the past 20 years surely gives us every 
reason to suppose that, if fair and reason- 
able conditions of competition can be 
afforded to them in what will be a home 
market of some 250 million people, it 
would be wrong to be pessimistic. 

The passage on the Common Market 
agricultural proposals came after Ear! 
Waldegrave had said that in agriculture 
we and the present Six started from com- 
mon ground, the agricultural objectives of 
the Treaty of Rome being similar to our 
own, 

“TI do not wish to appear to minimize 
the difficulties that are ahead,” he went 
on. “In general, the Common Market 
countries rely much more than we do on 
regulating the flow of supplies of agricul- 
tural products so that the farmer gets a 
return out of the market. 


“In a New Light ” 


‘The proposals which have been put 
forward for the common agricultural 
policy by the European Commission natur- 
ally adopt the same general approach as 
has been followed by the individual mem- 
bers of the Six in their national policies.

This could provide several advantages, 
he said. “Our present support system 
puts inhibitions and prohibitions on 
farmers’ expansion. Direct market re- 
turns would encourage efficiency and 
competition and the large European 
market would not enforce a ceiling on 
production—and might encourage agri- 
cultural exports.” 

The Government would make sure, he 
emphasized, “that the competition was 
such as to give our farmers equal oppor- 
tunities in the enlarged markets.” 

There would probably be a transitional 
period of 10-12 years in the event of our 
entering, he said, in which farmers could 
adapt themselves to the new ways before 
a full Common Market policy came into 
practice. 

He envisaged that direct farming grants 
—accounting for £100 millions out of 
£270 millions paid by the exchequer to 
agriculture—on fertilizers and on some 
ploughing grants, etc., would for the most 
part still be payable if we 
Common Market member. 


One Third Solved 


“This means we’ve probably solved 
well over a third of our problems 
already,” Mr. Butler insisted. “ However, 
the grants would have to be examined to 
make sure that they did not distort—or 
threaten to distort—competition. 

“The Government attach considerable 
importance to these grants as a means 
of ensuring the maintenance of satisfac- 
tory standards of living for farmers. The 
Government will negotiate for the con- 
tinuance of these grants. 

“And, in entering upon negotiations, 
I can make it plain that we intend to 
adhere to our fundamental policies.”

There are no Sussex cattle in Canada at present but the 
visitors showed much interest in the breed. They saw the 
Scomey herd, which was formed in 1899 and is one of the 
oldest in the breed, in the lovely surroundings of Scotney Park, 
Lamberhurst, where the animals showed off their deep-red 
colour to perfection. 

The herd comprises 50 breeding cows and their followers, a 
total of 180 head, and bulls have been exported from it to 
Texas, South Africa and Southern Rhodesia. 

From Scotney Castle the party went on to Tonbridge, to in- 
spect the Fish Hall herd, which was started in 1931. This herd, 
which won the Society’s herd competition (large herds) in 1960 
and again this year, totals 160 head, including 40°cows and 21 
heifers with their first calves. 

The herd sire, Chartham Jacobite, was inspected and pro- 
nounced to be looking very fit at 11 years old.

F the United Kingdom joins the 
Common Market, Eire, will hope 
for membership. If the United King- 
dom stays out, then so will Eire. What 
difference will it make if they go in or 
stay out? Obviously no one can say 
what effect membership of, or absten- 
tion from, the Common Market can 
make to the agriculture of any country, 
for the final agricultural policy of the 
group has still to be worked out. But 
there are certain significant aspects of 
farming in the Irish Republic which, 
in the final reckoning, will have to be 
taken into account. 


Capital Shortage 

First, it is more agricultural than 
any constituent part of the United 
Kingdom, and probably than any 
European country in the Common 
Market. Over 40 per cent of its meagre 


population of 2.8 millions are classified 
as agricultural—more even than in 
Italy. It is the only European country 
with more cattle than people. 
Secondly, its agriculture has remained 


relatively undeveloped by comparison 
with that of England, Wales, Scotland or 
Northern Ireland. 

Thirdly, with a small and declining 


population, and no great amount of 
industry, it has some difficulty in finding

capital from within the country to apply 
to agricultural development. 

Its area is about 17 million acres of 
which 12 million are devoted to agricul- 
ture; and of these, 8 million are used fer 
pasture, 2 million for haymaking and 2 
million for cropping. The gross annual 
value of agricultural production is around 
£175 million. 

About 70 per cent of her exports are 
agricultural in origin and of these the 
majority are of animal origin as the 
following figures show:

However, leaving out of consideration 
for the moment a rate of development 
that would bring Irish pasture manage- 
ment up to that of Holland, what would 
be the effect of her joining the Common 
Market? 

At present Eire can not obtain the 
United Kingdom subsidy on beef 
exported to us. She does, on the other 
hand, get enhanced prices for the three- 
quarter-fat store cattle which she sends 
here, because they are so near slaughter. 

Ph assumption is that membership of 

the Common Market would lead to the 
special form of price su (such as we 
have in the United om), being 
replaced by some system in which ail 
Common Market countries would be sub- 


ject to the same scheme without dis- 
crimination. 


Bacon and Beef 

In such an event Eire could send beef 
direct to the United Kingdom market in 
competition with home produced. I see

stances I doubt if Eire could snatch much 
trade in the traditional form of bacon 
either from Denmark or the United 
Kingdom. 

As for lamb, New Zealand knows what 
the market has wanted up to now and 
Eire would have a hard fight to break her 
way in. 

If the Irish Republic were completely 
to reorganize its method of processing pig 
and sheep meat to meet the growing trade 
for prepackaging, then it is possible that 
this might have an effect on the British 
market. As things stand I doubt if such 
developments would take place with Irish 
capital. 

But the organization of the Common 
Market might result in non-Irish capital 
being used to develop Irish agriculture. 
Already a well known German dairy 
concern has built a large factory in south- 
east Ireland to manufacture Camembert 
cheese for export in large quantities. 

If outside capital were similarly to be 
injected into the processing and exporting 
of pig and sheep meat then membership 
by Ireland of the Common Market might 


have a very material effect on our own 
agriculture. 

Potentially, Ireland is agriculturally 
very rich indeed, but its farming capital 
resources remain largely undeveloped. 
While this situation remains, the most 
likely effect of her joining the Common 
Market would be to increase somewhat 
the competition in beef production. 

Should, however, membership also 
lead to the infusion of foreign capitai then 
the competition with the United Kingdom 
could be greatly increased, and it could 
include production from beef cattle, dairy 
cattle, pigs and sheep. 

If the United Kingdom and the Irish 
Republic do not join the Market then it 
looks as if both might, for their mutual 
benefit, have to come to some arrange- 
ment to increase both the production and 
the marketing possibilities that are so 
obvious in Ireland.

have cultivated the land and cared for 
the stock in that part of the East Riding 
for hundreds of years. The head of the 
present family, which owns and farms 
between 4,000 and 5,000 acres, is Mr. 
Norman Stephenson — one of the best- 
known men in Yorkshire and a vigorous 
campaigner for new ideas in farming. With 
him as working partners are his three 
brothers, two sons and three nephews. All 
the partners have their specific responsi- 
bilities. ““That’s how it must be in such a 
family concern as ours,” says Mr. Steph- 
enson. 


Experiments at Arras 


The Stephensons have contributed greatly 
to the pioneering work of the agricultural 
industry.

330 Acre Fieid

The total sheep population is over 3,000, 
including a flock of pedigree Leicesters 
(supplying exports to S. America, Africa, 
Australia and behind the Iron Curtain) 
and flocks of South Down, Masham and 
Jacobs. Sheep from the Stephensons’ 
flocks have taken top awards at the Smith- 
field, Royal and Great Yorkshire Shows. 


Their rams have sired the winners of 
Sydney Royal and many other shows, and 


have~recently been exported to Kenya,. 


Ireland and the Lebanon. 


First Imported Polied Hereford 
Over 1,000 head of cattle include pedigree 
herds of pure Herefords and Aberdeen 
Angus, Red Polls, and some hundreds of 
Crossbreds. To try to breed out the horns 
on the white-faced animals, the Stephen- 
sons imported the first polled Hereford 
bull into this country in 1957. He is the 
fully pedigreed and attested Deepfields 
Kvernass—rich in Domino blood — and he 
is now helping to complete one of the first 
Poll Hereford studs in England. 

There is a steadily increasing demand 
for hornless sheep and cattle. With this in 
mind, the Stephensons’ breeding pro- 
gramme may well lead to important 
national results. 


Valuable Chinchillas 

On the farms there are some 300 breeding 
sows, mainly Large Black and Essex, 
crossed by Landrace boars, a substantial 
accredited poultry farm (3,000 Rhode Is- 
land Reds and Light Sussex and 300 
turkeys) and the only private forestry 
nursery in Yorkshire — from which trees 
are sent to Sandringham and all over 
Britain. 

Other profitable enterprises include the 
breeding of racing pigeons, champion 
budgerigars and chinchillas (worth up to 
£500 a pair). 

Subsidiary companies, of which there 
are six, employ Engineers, Joiners, Brick- 
layers, etc., who do all the building, re- 
pairs and renewals on the estate. 


Live Stock for Russia 

The Stephensons are the first British far- 
mers to advertise their stock in Russia. “Of 
course we want to do business with the 
Russians,” says Mr. Norman Stephenson. 
“T hope some of their farmers come over 
here and have a look round. Anybody’s 
welcome at any time.” 

Somehow Mr. Stephenson finds the 
time to take an active interest in local 
affairs. He is a County Councillor for the 
East Riding, a Committee member of the 
local Institute of Agriculture, President 
of the Dorset Horn Sheep Society, Chair- 
man of the East Yorkshire Farmers, a 
Director of the Yorkshire and Northern 
Wool Growers Ltd., a Fellow of the Na- 
tional Institute of Agricultural Botany and 
is on many other Committees. 


“Part of the Family Now” 
The Stephensons’ estate is a superb ex- 
ample of a highly successful family con- 
cern, developed through hard work 
enterprise and goodwill. Full mechanisa- 
tion has brought an increase in produc- 
tivity and efficiency, with products sup- 
plied by Shell-Mex and B.P. Ltd playing 
their vital role.

ing. What happens if the electricity supply fails? Standby tractors or

The tractor is backed up outside the 


dairy at Mr. Gavin Paterson’s farm, Wor- | 


stead, Norfolk, with its engine running at

At the other side of the hole in the wall 
is a shaft-and-pulley system (picture 
No. 1) fitted across the engine shed.

For experimental reasons, the 
machine was seen working on some 
wheat which was about 4in high. As 
far as one could judge by eye, the 
spread of fertilizer was even, with a 
tendency to thin slightly at the edges 
of the 30ft spreading width. 

The unit can be mounted on the 3- 
point linkage of most makes of trac- 
tors. Drive for the twin discs which 
throw the fertilizer away from the 
machine is from the tractor p.t.o. via 
a shaft to bevel gears in an oil bath.

is used.

the holes stops the levers from being pulled 
down too far. 


jamming the hopper and disc and 
damaging the machine. Immediately 
an unusual amount of pressure is ap- 
plied to the discs, the shear pin snaps 
and therefore reduces damage. 

Feed to the discs is controlled by 
two levers located just in front of the 
hopper and which are within easy reach 
of the tractor driver. If. one lever-is 
left in the raised or off position, then 
only one disc will spread the fertilizer 
on one side. This is a useful idea for 
covering field borders. 

Extras which will be available in this 
country include a special trailer with 
mountings for the distributor to fit on 
the rear, a hopper cover to protect the 
fertilizer from showers and a dust pro- 
tection cover which fits directly behind 
the machine and covers 12ft of the 
spread. 

The machine is imported into this 
country by Curtis, Padwick & Co., 
Ltd., Winnal Industrial Estate, Win- 
chester, and costs in the region of

But to entrench the position of quota 
growers, when an enormous proportion 
of the quota is not even planted, by a 
penal fine is an economic sin in any free 
and competitive enterprise. It is aimed 
solely at excluding competition by would- 
be growers who may be farming land 
highly suitable for potato growing and 
having the requisite capital and installa- 
tions for doing so efficiently. 

So long as the Board refuses to revise 
quotas at least once every three years and 
does not ruthlessly disallow quota which 
has not been planted, they will have no 
means of estimating accurately probable 
plantings, key to orderly marketing. 

Three simple actions would put this 
matter right: 

Levy £3 per acre on all quota 
acreage, planted or not planted, allow- 
ing the non-planters to avoid payment 
by giving up their quota. 

Revise basic quotas at intervals of not 
more than three years. 

Charge a reasonable figure, say £10, 
per acre as formerly, for acreage 
planted above quota, a due proportion 
repayable to the planter if, on average 
plantings, at the end of three years he 
became entitled to additional quota.

As Mr. Sykes knows so well, no elec- 
tronic computer can work without figures 
being fed into it and to get figures means 
correct records We have a few records 
for milk and fat percentage but the rate 
of collection appears static. 

It appears to me this revolution in the 
efficiency of British dairy cattle is far more 
likely to be brought about within the 
present pattern of farming than by huge 
companies owning thousands of cows. 

To apply science to cattle breeding it 
must be obligatory to the users of dairy 
bull semen that they should officially milk 
record and test for total solids. In addi- 
tion, first-calf heifers should be tested for 
speed of milking and evenness of milk 
produced from each quarter, 


Check and re-check 

Fertility, food conversion rates and the 
lactation curve for milk content must be 
recorded. Check and re-check must con- 
stantly be made on the ability to improve 
production with age and _ longevity 
measured and recorded. The growth rate 
of male offspring should be tested too, 

All these characters have economic value 
at a high level and to breed for any one 
at the cost of neglect of others can well 
make the cattle worse instead of better, 

The truth is, without making much 
noise or using much paper, our most suc- 
cessful breeders have been selecting for 
all these things for generations, witness 
the present flood of milk and Friesian 
steers. I should welcome a more scien-

that if the milk industry is not prepared to cut off its right arm itself he

He said if the industry could not tackle the problem itself

First of all it has been the policy of 
preceding Ministers to encourage a more 
efficient and productive milk industry and 
farmers and landowners have invested a 
very large amount of capital in modern 
buildings and equipment. 

Assuming the industry does accept a 
quota; what are the milk producers to 
do to be able to earn a living? Produce 
more lambs and thus have to collect more 
than half of the lamb price as subsidy, or 
further embarrass the Minister by grow- 
ing more barley; or would Mr. Soames 
like to see more pigs and lower prices? 

Any of these alternatives would cost 
the Treasury much more in the long 
run and the unfortunate milk producers 
who had invested large sums in re- 
equipment would not be able to see 
much of it back, with consequent further 
loss of confidence.

We should have Rights 
Instead of Quotas 


AY I be allowed to advocate a fresh approach to this matter of milk 


quotas? 


The basis would be the appointment of a special joint-com- 


mittee (representing M.M.B., N.F.U.s and the Government) to meet in 
May or June each year and decide on a target of milk production (for all pur- 
poses) for the succeeding milk-year desirable in the interests of all concerned. 


Such a target would seem to be in accord 
with the Government’s main objects. If 
the N.F.U.s are not willing to agree such 
a figure year by year, then what follows 
does not apply. 

But if they would agree to it, then by 
the mechanism suggested below, it would 
be a simple office job to regulate actual 
production to the target without any 
quotas, policing restrictions on farmer's 
right to choose his own programme, or 
need to alter the present pool system. 

When the target was agreed, M.M.B. 
would be charged with the job of buy- 
ing and selling Milk Selling Rights (say 
umts of 1,000gal). 

First, they should offer to all regis- 
tered producers of the preceding year the 
option to buy Rights to the extent of 
their production at a rather nominal price 
—enough to cover the extra clerical work 
at the M.M.B, 


Buying and Selling 

Next a date should be fixed, say, be- 
ginning of August, after which the 
M.M.B.’s buying and selling prices for 
the Rights would be varied with supply 
and demand and the pool would be so 
run by the M.M.B. as to practically 
achieve the target of production by the 
end of the milk year. 

No one could cheat. Every pro- 
ducer’s Rights a/c would be squared up 
in the last month of the muk year. If 
his production had fallen short he 
would be credited with the current 
value of his unused rights and would 
probably make a profit. If he had 
delivered more than his Rights he would 
be charged for extra Rights priced at 
M.M.B.’s discretion. 

Finally, if this method were tried for 


a year or two, and proved workable in 
its simplest form, it could easily be 
elaborated by differentiation in the prices 
of Rights and used to solve other vexed 
questions

I should like to quote -Mr. Anthony 
Tuke, chairman of Barclays Bank, who 
said on Jan. 11, 1961, in his address to 
shareholders, “We are exhorted, almost 
ad nauseam, to expand our exports and 
it seems to be forgotten sometimes that 
to contract our imports can equally be 
effective.” 

To put a bottom into the dairy imports 
we import more milk in the form of 
dairy produce than we produce in the 
country) should not be very difficult; it 
has been done in the case of barley, and 
a quota on non-traditional countries and 
an agreed minimum price for traditional 
imposters would help. 

We only want equal treatment and 
an equal chance; the motor industry, 
with all its strikes, the former pam- 
pered darlings of the Treasury, gets 33 
per cent protection, or the optical in- 
dustry 50 per cent. 


Why should we not be allowed at least 
enough elbow room to expand and ex- 
pand we must to be able to remain effi- 
cient and competitive and not stagnate. 

The dairy industry in particular and 
farming in general have, to quote a Royal 
phrase, “ pulled their fingers out,” and’ it 
is up to the Minister to find enough room 
in the home market, which is big enough, 
for the home farmer.

New Forest 
Disease 1s 
Increasing 


HAD no experience of New Forest 
disease until three years ago. A ram 
developed it in one eye; in my ignor- 
ance, I treated him for ophthalmia 
and the eye became so violently sep- 
tic that I had to remove it, upon 
which the ram at once recovered. 

Then a cow and a yearling heifer 
developed the disease. The vet gave 
me terramycin in oil to squirt into the 
eye, which was rapidly successful, 
although the opaque patch over the 
pupil did not clear up for some weeks 
after I had stopped treatment. Since 
then, I have had two cases in young 
cattle, with similar results. 

Last year my ewes started it some six 

weeks before I turned the rams out with 
them (mid-October). Terramycin 
cured them, I think, too quickly, and 
they became re-infected in some cases. 
Our vet recommended aureomycin in 
powder form, which I blew into the 
eyes with a blower, with complete suc- 
cess. 
This year I have, so far, had three cases 
—a wether lamb, a newly purchased ram 
and now one ewe almost blind. The 
lamb quickly recovered, without loss of 
condition and has since been sold fat; 
the ram was cured in three days. 

I have had only four cases in cattle, but 
must have had quite 120 in sheep. In- 
fectivity seems to vary; last year it 
spread like wildfire in the ewes, but the 
ewe lambs, not far away, did not get 
it. I did not isolate the cattle cases, but 
no others got it. 

New Forest disease seems to have in- 
creased in most places during the last 
few years.

| YOR over 60 years I have been a pig producer and again and again have 


_ On three occasions during those years, when feeding batches for bacon 
weights, one of the best pigs has been set upon and worried by the others. In 
one case it was fatal; in the other two, after three weeks nursing, they were 


brought back to normal. 

Years ago, I brought a farm which had 
on it a woodland of 13 acres. This we 
fenced in about 1 acre plots and ran ten 
to 20 pigs in each plot. One day, on 
looking round, I found one lot having 
what appeared to be a game of hide-and- 
seek. Twenty of them scampering, stopping 
dead before a clump of bracken, peeping 
round and then off again. 

In the last war, I hired a derelict house 
and farm building and put about 100 pigs 
therein. Part of one wall in the house 
had collapsed but the staircase was intact 
and upstairs there was the bedroom to 
which the pigs had access, The pigman 
reported that there seemed to be competi- 
tion for the bedroom every night and that 
in the daylight hours they would chase 
each other up and down the stairs. 

I never had pigs do better than that 
lot. 

I have come to the conclusion that our 
stock need variety of surrounding and that 
gadgets of different make, shape and

The Margin’s the Same 


AIRYMEN are 


somewhat surprised 
at the ease with which Mr. E. T. 
Smith (Oct. 17, p. 127) goes into print 
about distributors’ retail margins. Here 
are the facts. The award of 14d a gallon 
which he mentioned was for one month 
only. It is not a permanent increase. 

If we spread it over 12 months it 
amounts to 0.012d for each month. 
This compares with 0.89d a month—or 
94d in a year—allowed to producers in 
the Price Review. 

The award was made to cover increases 
in contribution costs checked and certified 
correct by the Ministry’s accountants. It 
in mo way increases the dairyman’s net 
profit of 2d a gallon. True this 2d is a 
constant factor but as the price of milk in- 
creases to the public, the dairyman’s profit 
as a percentage of the total price, 
decreases. 

Margin adjustments are not all one way. 
On the wholesale distribution side the 
allowance for the previous year worked 
out a little more than the Ministry in- 
tended and so a retrospective margin re- 
duction was made.

Maximum ages are as follows: 12 months 
horse, bull, ram; 7 months—boar; 6 
months—cat; 3 months—dog, goat.

TOWARDS BEEF 


How should we make up a ration for fat- 
tening bullocks, mainly from our own 
cereals?-—W. K. (Yorks). 

A suitable ration for fattening bullocks 

would be: 4 parts by weight crushed 

barley, 2 crushed wheat, 2 crushed oats, 

1 decorticated cotton cake, 1 decorticated 

groundnut cake.—J. S. H 

WHAT TO EWES 

Please advise how I should feed hay, 
silage, oats ~, locust beans to in-lamb 
ewes.—T. B, (Wilts). 

Feed hay ad lib. whenever it is required 

according to the grass available and the 

weather conditions. Introduce the silage 
on similar lines working up if necessary 
to about 10lb per head per day. Keep 
the ewes in good condition but not over- 
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fat. It is a good plan to make in-lamb 
ewes walk some distance for their extra 
food. Introduce concentrates 5-6 weeks 
before lambing, starting at 4lb per head 
per day and working up to about 14lb 
shortly before lambing. I advise using 
a mixture of 2 parts by weight decorti- 
cated groundnut cake, 6 oats and 2 locust 
bean. You could cut the cake to 14 parts 
if the hay and silage are really the highest 


quality.—R. K. 
FOUR MEALS AT FIRST 


How should I feed a fack Russell terrier 
puppy?—G. F. (Kent 

When first weaned your pup will do best 
with four small meals per day. I suggest 
two of raw meat and two of nearly any 
form of cereal and milk. The occasional 
raw egg on the meat feed will do good 
and winter pups are all the better for a 
small quantity of cod-liver oil, At about 
eight weeks cut out one meal (a milk feed) 
and, depending on how the pup is doing, 
cut down again to two meals at about six 
months. An adult dog should only need 
one meal per day, preferably of raw meat 
e.g., most forms of offal, cheek, breast of 
mutton, etc But if meat is not always 
available, eggs, herrings; milk will help 
to make up the desired quantity of pro- 
tein. If you want to give the pup some- 
thing to chew on, large raw bones, baked 
brown bread or large wholemeal dog bis- 
cults are best.—J. H

A SOUND BARRIER 


I should be glad of advice on planting and 
managing a beech hedge on fairly heavy 
sou.—C, D. (Devon). 

Dig your heavy land fairly deep and work 

in leaf mould or similar material. Leave 

rough for a few weeks and, if there is 
frost during that time, so much the better. 

Beech should be planted three per yard 

in a semi-double row. Choose well-rooted

MOTHER OR SMOTHER 
Is it practicable to undersow winter wheat 
with a ley in spring? Could I do it 
this autumn?—R. L. (Flints). 
Winter wheat is not a good nurse crop 
because, when the land is ready for sowing 
the grass and clover mixture in the spring, 
the wheat is so well established that it 
is likely to smother and not nurse the 
crop. If, however, it is necessary to use 
winter wheat as a nurse crop, it is most 
important to graze off the flag as soon as 
the soil conditions permit grazing in the 
spring and to give it a good spiked 
harrowing to thin out the plant. It is now

SAUCE OF TROUBLE

or pures. Mr. G. E. Mann, assistant regional poultry advisory officer, N.A.A.S., 
told an Ulster F.U. organized poultry conference in Belfast this last week and 
accompanied his remarks with a warning against “ bogus ” hybrids. 


Genuine hybrids must be more profit- 
able, argued Mr. Mann, because they were 
bred for nicking plus additive gene values, 


while conventional breeding catered for | 


additive genes only 

“When is a hybrid not a hybrid?” he 
asked and promptly answered it with 
“quite often.” The label had no legal 
protection in its modern context. 

“ All I can do is to warn you that some 
stocks described as hybrids have not in 
fact been bred for nicking and repeat- 
ability. They are mere crossbreds. 

“Some commercial producers may find 
a conventional crossbred, such as Rhode/ 
Sussex, more profitable than hybrids in 
their special circumstances. But this can- 
not be used against hybrids in principle.” 


“Snob Value” 

Referring to the sale for coloured eggs 
he suggested that so long as “snob 
values ”

“Breeders of hybrids may therefore 
have to change their basic stocks in the 
near future. But I am certain that they 
will not change their basic principles of 
breeding for nicking. Hybrids have come 
to stay.” 

Another speaker was Mr. T. E. Whittle, 
West of Scotland Agricultural College, 
who drew attention to the fact that egg 
production was increasing in almost every 
country of the world except the United 
States. In the U.K., the poultry popula- 
tion was also increasing rapidly, although 
a good deal of this increase was in poultry 


meat production, If our egg indusiry 
hoped to expand it must increase con- 
sumpuon 

Quality was of first importance, parti- 
cularly in Northern Ireland where eggs 
had to be exported. Mr. Whittle forecast 
a gradual reduction in Government sub- 
sidy for eggs. -At the moment this 
amounted to 10d. to 1s per dozen, and he 
thought it would be reduced gradually but 
perhaps rapidly during the next five years 
or so, 

Broiler and turkey production were 
completely unsubsidized, and were 
attracting large investment from busi- 
ness sources. He suggested that these 
branches of production were probably 
the most efficient in British agriculture 
to-day. 

Mr. Whittle forecast two main groups 
of egg producers sdeveloping during the 
next 20 years. The small general farm 
producer with up to 1,000 layers who 
made no charge for labour; who possibly 
had cheaper feeding costs and employed 
traditional methods of production with 
low capital costs, 

The other group would be the “com- 
mercial” large-scale unit with not less 
than 2,000 layers and probably 4-5,000. 
Such an enterprise would have modern 
efficient housing with birds reared and 
maintained under intensive methods and 
labour costs kept to a minimum.

Plans were well advanced for more in- 
tensive research into diseases of the 
leucosis or fowl paralysis complex. 

“Applications of known methods of 
disease control must be improved,” said 
Sir John. “Why should coccidiosis still 
appear in our laboratory post-mortems 
as one of the most frequent causes of loss 
among young birds? I feel sure that 
there must be greater use of veterinary 
advice and everything must be done to 
ensure that poultry owners seek it.” 

Mr. Esmond Robinson, chairman of 
B.O.C.M., remarked on the fact that the 
basic subsidy on a dozen eggs had fallen 
from Is 8}d in 1957-58 to 114d last year 
and was not likely to be more than about 
5id in this year. 

“The total subsidy since 1957-58 has 
fallen from £47 million to an estimated 
£14 million. I think it is a great tribute 
to the courage and efficiency of the poultry 
industry that it has survived this large 
cut.

Economist Pleads for Unity 


Supermarkets Can Turn 


Producers Into Paid 


Lackeys, Warns W. G. R. Weeks 


NLESS British producers could get 

together and provide the large num- 
bers the big shopping organizations con- 
sidered worth while, the inevitable out- 
come would be the financing of poultry 
production processes by the big chain 
stores, Mr. W. G. R. Weeks, Durham 
University economist, told a Carlisle, 
Cumberland, conference, last week. The 
result would be that any co-operating 
farmers would be reduced to the level of 
wage slaving lackeys. 

Mr. Weeks told the _ conference, 
arranged by Scottish Agricultural In- 
dustries Ltd., that the chain store or 
supermarket was faced with four choices 
when placing its numerous orders. 

First, the buyer could find one farm 
unit big enough to ensure that they got 
a constant supply of graded products. 

Secondly, buying in bulk from over- 
seas competitors; thirdly, going into the 
production business. Lastly, creating one 





large production and distribution unit by 
dealing with a number of group or pri- 
mary producers selling to one processing 
centre, 

The first choice was doubtful, but the 
second was likely because the overseas 
competitor had been forced by economic 
necessity to co-operate with his fellow 
producers to conceive processing and 
packing plants large enough to satisfy 
bulk export requirements. 

The third alternative was a very real 
problem which had to be faced quickly. 
Lastly, producers could co-operate. 

Mr. Weeks said the co-operative move- 
ment relied on voluntary co-operation in 
local groups. But to meet the challenge 
of the streamlined big business financier 
it should have one primary qualification 
for producer membership—only those 
producers who could supply top quality 


produce should be allowed to participate | 


m any group scheme.

Mr. J. Taylor, Denny, Stirlingshire, said 
in evidence that he had stamped eggs 
once but the public did not want them.

Mr. Parker maintained that if other 
branches of farming went to the trouble 
of producing what the housewife wanted 
it was up to them to do likewise. 

“I may be in the wrong but I’m quite 
sure I am morally right,” he said. 

Several of those who appeared com- 
plained of lack of information from the 
Board on the scheme. These included 
Mr. and Mrs. McLaren, Carsehead, Dalry, 
who were fined £20. But Mr. Stott told 
them: “We cannot accept ignorance as 
an excuse.”

HIGH SPEED HEAT 


some rapid result electric heaters 


Kay Smallshaw tries out 


IS is a time of year when the 
change between day and evening 
temperatures is frequently very 

marked and sudden, and a heater that 
warms a room quickly can be a real boon. 


Electric fan heaters are claimed to do 
just this, so on your behalf I have been 
home-testing an example of each of the 
two main types, 

Like ordinary convectors, they work by 
drawing in cold air, passing it over heat- 
ing elements and circulating it out again 

a grille, but in fan heaters a 
motor-driven fan increases the flow of air 
so that the surrounding temperature is 
raised more speedily and evenly. 

Because the fan forces the air over the 
heating element the latter need not be 
spaced out over such a large surface as in 
a natural-draught convector. Fan heaters 
are therefore smaller, lighter and altogether 
easier to carry from room to room. 


This very real advantage is even more 
apparent in the case of the latest “ turbo” 
fan heaters. Instead of the ordinary four 
bladed circular fan, they use a slim, 
cylindrical-shaped “ tangential flow” type 
which dissipates the heat from the element 
so rapidly that the whole unit can be 
housed in an extra small and compact 
casing. 

With this sort of heater the air intake 
and outlet grilles are placed at top and 
front instead of back and front so that 


HE is a dear old lady in her eighties 

and her niece, who lives with her, 
says “I have to take great care. She’s 
always been so delicate with that leaky 
heart valve.” 

I have met vast numbers of really old 
people who “ have always been delicate ” 
and often wonder how long they would 
live if they hadn’t been delicate. A leaky 
heart valve, the thing that produces a 
murmur when one listens with a stetho- 
scope, can be serious, but quite often it 
outlasts its owner. 

The heart is a self-compensating pump. 
If it is unlucky enough to have a leaky 
valve, so that there is a backwash through 
it, then the heart itself enlarges, becomes 
a stronger muscle, and develops enough 
power to overcome the leak and still keep 
up a normal circulation. If things stay 
that way, there is no reason that the 
owner should not live long and happily. 

Sometimes the valve not only leaks, it 
gets constricted, and the hole through 
which the blood has to pass gets smaller 
and smaller. Until finally the overlarge 
pump cannot cope, and the circulation be- 
comes defective. Three common signs of 
this are increasing breathlessness, swollen 
legs, and a highly irregular pulse. 

Those who dodge this calamity are 
those who start their heart trouble fairly 
well on in life, those who coddle them- 
selves and have devoted nieces, and those 
with long-lived ancestors. 

The unlucky ones, however, can now 
be helped by the cardiac surgeon, who 
operates to free the constriction and re- 
store a decent circulation,

there is no through air-stream to give the 
feeling of a draught—something which 
can be quite noticeable if one is sitting in 
front of a circular-fan heater. 

In addition to room heating, all fan 
heaters can be used in summer, with the 
fan only on for air-cooling. They also 
make quite a good job of clothes and hair 
drying, though naturally not so efficient 
and convenient in these respects as pur- 
pose-designed equipment. All this should 
be taken into consideration when weigh- 
ing up their value for they tend to be 
higher-priced than natural-draught con- 
vectors. 

Typical of the less expensive, circular- 
fan heaters, the |Morphy-Richards 
“ Bermuda” has two fan speeds and can 
be used alone or in conjunction with a 
1 or 2 Kw. heating element. A rosy all- 
over glow irradiates the front of the heater 
as soon as it is switched on. 


+++ 


With the fan and heater full-on I found 
an average-sized room soon got very nicely 
warm—which is just as well, as the hum 
of the blades is quite noticeable and to me, 
not very agreeable when sitting down to 
relax. Once the room is cosy, a lower heat 
and fan speed is often sufficient. 

The general appearance of this heater is 
pleasant, the casing does not get too hot 
to the touch and a safety cut-out operates 
should the fan stop accidentally while the 
heat is on. ‘Tilting the heater alters the 
direction of the air-flow and it can also be 
hung on the wall (brackets provided). This 
last makes it practical for homes with 
small children about. Size 134 x 124~x

Full-on at 3Kw. * slim, neat-looking 
“Turboflo” 801 by Hanovia raises the 
temperature of even a biggish room in an 
amazingly short while. Switch to half 
heat and the fan automatically slows down, 
too, while at 750 watts the fan whirring 
noise becomes almost unnoticeable. The 


six-position switch includes two cold-air 
speed settings. 

This heater is also suitable for wall- 
mounting and can be angled in almost any 
direction. Again the casing remains quite 
cool, even when the heater is operating 
at full capacity and a thermostatic cut-out 
switches the heat off in the event of an 
air-flow obstruction. In spite of the totally 
enclosed element I would be happier to 
see it wall-mounted if small children were 
about.
